The 
more we elaborate education, the more time 
spend on pedagogical roinntiae, the more 
we load ourselve? down wi h apparatus, the 
more plainly it appears that tin; t^ole essential 
for real education is the educated ti ncher who 
knows how to teach. Upon bis or her per- 
sonal fit nea^ rest^ the future of the country; 
with him, or with her, not m ayatema and ap- 
paratua, liee the aolntion of the vexed question 
\ of the Public School. The regeneration of 
mankind will he brought about, ao far as tbi 
common aehool can effect it, by the direct 
human influence of the individual teacher upon 
the individual pupil.

Turbell has told a really great Lincoln 
atory. It Is presented lii the form of 
racollections of Lincoln, told by nilly 
Brown, a Sprlngfleld, III.. drugKlst. 
who loiaw Lincoln Intimately. Follow- 
ing la an extract from a talk Lincoln 
once gave hla old friend Brown. It la 
preaented juat aa Brown told It: 

"Then there'a that pardoning bual- 
neBH. Kviny now ami then I have to 
fix It tip with Stanton or Boine offlctT 
for pardoning so many boys. I sup- 
pose It's pretty hard for them not to 
have all their rulea lived up to. They've 
worked out a lot of laws to govern 
tbta array, and I B'poso tt'a natural 
enough tor '•m to think th* moat Im- 
portant thiat iB th« world la haTln' 
em obeyed. Th«7>* flot It flxod ao 
the bojra do «y«rpthlat Meordin' to 
ragulationa. Th«r don't aran lot 'om 
die of Bomethlna that nlnt on the 
Hat— got to die aceordln' to the regula- 
tions! Hut by jingo, Billy, I ain't goin' 
to have boyn shot aceordln' to no 
dumb regulatloua! I ain't goln' to 
have a butcher's day every Friday In 
the army if I can help U. It's ao what 
they aay, that I'm alwa'a lookin' 
for an excuse to pardon some body. 1 
do it every tlma I can find a reaaon. 
Whan thojr'ra roung or when they're 
graon or whan tfcoy^o been worked on 
by Ocvporhaada, or whan thajr'To sot 
dlaguatod iTla' still aad oobm to think 
wo ain't dola' our Job— whao I gao 
that I alnt goia' to hSTo 'om abet.

IE Lincoln legt^ntLs are many 
and varlotjg. We have 
thtnn, aa with all great 
names, humdroiis, pathetic, 
tragic, epic. Supernatural 
llkewlae, ascribing an Influ- 
ence In bis career to signs and omena. 

Noah Brooka, kla Biographer, anya 
waa also ;one of. kj* Intimataa, sajra 
of Lincoln that by nattmbko waa Tory 
aaparatltlona,..«gid attirlbutea this to 
his backwooda upbringing. Ho gfves 
us two or three inatances inline With 
this assertion which we may take for 
they are worth. The llrst refer* to 
Lincoln's RecotiJ trip -New Orleans, 
when he and Deiiiiis Hanks, Ills cous- 
in, took a flatbnnt down the rivers to 
that port for Denton Offtutt "There 
la a tradlUon," aaya Brooka, "that dur- 
ing thla Tiait td Lottlalann (In May. 
ISSl, when k« waa IS), Unooln not 
aa aged negress, who pretended to be 
a TOodoo queen or fortune teller, and 
that she said to liliu' Yon will some 
day bo president and all the negroes 
win be free.' Hut this W not anthen 
tlcuted. It is not unlikely that the 
woman had said the same tUng tO • 
great many young men." 

The othar gtory la of darker portent 
aad mora poaltlTo partlculara. It Is 
ot tho year ISM, the time ot hla flrat 
elaotlQii aa president. Unooln," aaya 
our avthorlty, "took hla olaetlon with 
a coniposnra not untlnged with sad 
ness. A tremendous responsibility was 
now to be placed on hlni. The south 
had openly and repeatedly threatened 
to break up tho union. . . . Ho 
waa oppressed with many weighty and 
anxious thoughts. On the day the 
newB eano ot hla triumph a atrange 
thing happotod to him. Yeara after, 
whan ha boan nomlutad a aocond 
time to tho ^realdency. ho told thla 
story to the writer: 

"'It waia Just after my election In 
1860, when (he news lutd been coming 
In thick and fast all day and there 
bad been u Rreat •Hurrah bojsl " so 
that I was well tired out and went 
home to rest, throwing myself down on 
a lounge In my chamber. Opposite 
where 1 lay upon a bureau, with 
a awlnglng glau upon It (here he 
got «» aad ptaood tho tnmtture 
to Ulosttato tho RoalUon),. and, 
looking Ik tkst glaaa I agw 
myaelt reflected nearly at full 
length; bnt my face, I noticed, had 
two separate and disilnot Ima^ea, the 
tip of tl'.c lui.so of ou(^ bciuK about 
three lin lo s from the tip of the other. 
I was a III I If bothered, perhaps .start- 
led, and got up and looked in thoglaag. 
but the Illusion vanished. 

'"Oa tying down again I g«w it a 
second Ume— plainer, It poaalble, than 
before: and than I noticed that one of 
tha faces waa a little paler, aay five 
shades, than the other. I got up and 
the thing melted away, and I went off, 
and in the e.\elte!iieiit of the hour, for- 
got nil about It nearly, hut not iiuitr 
for the thing would, once In a while, 
come up and giya ne a little pung. aa 
though aomething uncomfortable bad 
happened. Later In the day I told my 
wifo about It, and a tow daya aftor I 
triad tho osporimont again, whan 
(with a laugh), auro enough tko tklng 
came back again; but I never aneeeed- 
ed In bringing tko ghost back after 
that, thougb I once tried very industri- 
ously to show It to my wife, who wna 
worried about it. SIih thought it a 
'atgn' that I was to he elected to a 
second term of ofllce and that the 
palenesa of one of the faces waa an 
omen that I ahould not aee life through 
the laat 'term.'" 

Lincoln atud^od tho 'problem tor a 
w htie. tho wrttar gooo oa to aay. aad 
cMnie to tbvkconcluaioo that it was aa 
optical llluaign cauaed by a flaw In the 
mirror. MrV Lliuion, howtver, he 
«aya. conUnuea. 'o tukH It ae u warn- 
ing. Ho had toVil the story before, be 
«ay«, in an artictVltt Harpat^^^wr 
x\nm for July. l«W,\hJle JIlWi^Bb 
,Wi^ fat aUva *" 



Thla aamo biographer moatlona alao 
tho faot that at the cabinet xneoUng 
of the fateful April 14, 18<5. the day 
he waa killed, the president apoko of 
a "strange dream" he had had tho 
night before; what It waa, howavar, 
ko did not aay.
